A Jupiter: delega- 
tion headed by Mayor W. R. Al- 
bright Monday asked the county 
commission to cease such efforts. 
Mayor Albright declared “the pey- 
ple are scared to death that what 
happened before (establishment of 
the Negro. beach). will. happen 
there. We understand you're trying 
to use our end of the county for a 
dumping ground." . . . If you de- 
velop that the way you have the 
other, Jupiter won't have enough. 
beach." 

Albright objected alsQ that the 
commission had given Negro 
American Legion Post 199 here a 
concession at the new Negro beach 
for a July 4 outing, He said the 
commission had turned down an 
application of Jupiter's white Le- 
gion auxiliary for the same priv- 
ilege. Albright said his towns- 
people had used the beach, now 
designated ‘for Negroes, for July 4 

. outings since 1900. 

Commission Chairman Lake Ly- 
tal argued-back that, the ,Neg;o 
beach hdd been private property in 
those days abd that the. Negro 
Legionnairbs had asked for the con- 
chssion first. "The town of Jupiter 
-owns its( own beaches", Lytal de- 
clared. "And the only thing you 
ever did with 'em was to lease 'em 
out to a juke joint. And the income 
was to go for recreation purposes 
and didn't."

Rep. Bollinger, a member of the 
House finance committee, said the 
Statė will end its fiscal year at 
the close of June with “from $4,- 
000,000 to $10,000,000 surplus, and 
that “all old taxes were reenacted 
additional levies which will raise 
an estimated $3,500,000 a year were 
enacted.” 

These funds, believed to be suf- 
ficient to carry State government 
along without a need for addition- 
al taxes sources and without need 
for a special session, will more 
than suffice if the budgét commit- 
tee will, according to one of its 
powers, eliminate unnecessary 
State agencies and apply the 
monies to those departments whose 
services are required, he asserted. 

Needed State departmnts and 
expenditures include those of the 
Health Department, Board of Ed- 
ucation and similar ones, he said, 

Mr. Bollinger lashed out against 
what he termed two main forces 
which, he said, attempted to in- 
fluence legislators in their taxing 
discussions. These constituted 
"State boards, bureaus, agencies" 
which sought additional monies for 
operation, and those who sought 
to have taxes levied on "anyone 
but themselves." 

Conspicuously absent was rep- 
resentátion from the taxpayer who 
ultimately foots the bill, the leg- 
islator stated. 

He charged State agency em- 
ployes dominated. the legislative 
session jn their demands for funds 
referred to one State group "which 
had.so many uniforms they were 
conspicuous and some of them de- 
cided to change to civilian clothes.” 

He added, “I would like to see 
returned to the taxpayers some 
$3,000,000 spent by the State for 
persons who spent just about 60 
days lobbying for new money that 
their group could spend.” 

Mr. Bollinger called ‘attention to 
a movement by Representatives 
who urged economy and a mini- 
mum of new taxes, who met pri- 
vately to discuss legislation’ and 
who were termed the economy 
bloc, he said. 

He appealed to the Jaycees and 
other taxpayers for direction in 
taxation in event of a special ses- 
sion, but held strongly “there will 
be no need for another session if 
the budget committee lays off 
about 500 State ‘workers, elim- 
inates those services that are un- 
necessary to the State and 'oper- 
ates with reasonable frontier fru- 
gality.—Palm Beach Post.
